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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal matters. 
Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice under Ex parte 

Quayle, 1935 CD. 11, 453 O.G. 213.

Drawings 

2. In response to the filing of drawings on August 1 8, 2004, the examiner for figures 4A, 4B 
and 4C noted the discussion within the specification with respect to the word "typical" and the 
drawings appear to show typical which is why the examiner believed it to be prior art. 

However, in a more thorough reading of the detailed description in the specification, it 
appears that the applicant is using different materials in the construction which is discussed in 
numerous places in the detailed description. As such, it is now unclear to the examiner if figures 
4A, 4B and 4C should be labeled as "prior art" as originally thought since the design appears 
typical but the material used in the construction may not. Therefore, since these figures are 
discussed throughout the detailed description with respect to material, the examiner now believes 
that the designation of "prior art" is incorrect. 
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The examiner requests that the applicant take a closer look at these figures and determine 
if they are or are not prior art and to handle it accordingly. 

If the drawings need corrected then corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The 
replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 
1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted 
by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities. Appropriate 
correction is required. 

Per the discussion for figures 4A, 4B and 4C above, the use of "typical" is confusing 
because the word generally implies prior art. It would be preferable to omit or change the word 
"typical", and/or alter the brief description in 0056-0058 and paragraph 0100 to suggest that the 
heater is intended to incorporate various material compositions, etc. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-20 are allowable. 
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5. As allowable subject matter has been indicated, applicants reply must either comply with 
all formal requirements or specifically traverse each requirement not complied with. See 37 
CFR 1.1 1 1(b) and MPEP § 707.07(a). 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 1-20. 

For independent claims 1 and 1 1, the prior art of record does not disclose or clearly suggest a 
heating apparatus having a moving member sliding relative to the heating member, a second 
temperature detecting means (or element) for a temperature of the heating member or an 
atmospheric temperature, the heating apparatus comprising controlling means controlling electric 
power supply to said heating member on the basis of a result of detection by said first 
temperature detecting means; and judging means forjudging on the basis of a result of detection 
by said second temperature detecting means whether electrical energization of said heating 
member should be effected before the start of movement driving of said moving member in 
combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

Claims 2-10 and 12-20 are allowed due to their dependency on allowed claims 1 and 1 1, 
respectively. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
